The division known as the Methodist 
Episcopal Church North and the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, is substantially a 
division of those who were loyal on the one 
side and of those who were disloyal on the 
other side. It would be useless to deny that 
much of the bitterness now manifested has its 
root in the deep seated enmity produced by 
the war. 

The Church North, following in the ~_s 
of the Northern army, were put in possessior 
of the church buildings, parsonayes, and ates 
church structures. By the Church North I 
do not mean winisters who came representing 
that body, but ministers—some Tennesseeans 
and some from other States—who adhered to 
the church North. Those ministers are now

In that case it Was shown to the court 
that in the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Chureh proposed a 
division of the ehurch in the United States 
in case that portion of the church in the 
slaveholding States desired it. Resolutions 
and terms of separation were framed which 
were to be binding in case the several Con 
ferences South concluded to erect a separate 
ecclesiastical connection, The Southern 
jonference determined upon separation, and 
in May, 1845, at Louisville, Kentucky, the 
Methodist Episcopal ¢ ‘hurch South ' was 
duly organized. By the terms of the sepa- 
ration the church property in the slave. 
holding States was given to the church 
Seuth. Such at least is a fair inference 
fromthe articles of separation, and, from the 
decision of the court. The property in con- 
troversy before thé United States Supreme 
Court was the capital of the Methodist book 
concern, and the profits of the concern during 
the year i544, dnd upto the taking of the 
account ordered by the court.
